tling details of the successful efforts of 
the insurgents to gain entrance into tbo 
port of Buracoa, on the nortb side of 
Cuba, and the wreck of the small British 
schooner that brought them to the en- 
trance of that place, tho shootiug of her 
master by tho Spanish soldiers and the 
imprisonment of her entire crew wore 
told today by tho oOicers of the Norwe- 
gian steamship Spore, which arriven to- 
day from that port. Excitement riuia 
high at iiaracoa, and tho majority of the 
-citi/.ona of that place scorn to sympathize

name could ha learned, made good their 
escape after a hot tight with the Spanish

soldiers, lifteen of whom weru danger-, 
oualy wounded and are in the hospital. 
Tniu occurred on April lat, but up to tha 
time the Spero left none of them had 
been captured, and they nro supposed to 
be proceeding overland to 131 Oubro, out- 
side ot Santiago, the acouo of moat of 
tho insurrection. 


Tho condition of affairs in Baracou, 


which is the center of nearly all tho 
banmuia plantations of Northern Cuba, 
is assuming sorioiiH shape, and nearly 
all tbo laborers arc being pressed into 
the service of the revolutionary army. 
Over 100 men KIIVO up work tbo day tho 
Sporo loft and joined tho ranks of tho 
Insurgents. The harbor of Baracoa is 
bo'uiK watched by tho Spanish gunboat 
Kapana, and any further landing of 
troops from tho insurgent forces at this 
point will probably bo prevented. 


One of tbo passengers said that tbo 


shooting of the English captain was an 
accident, which happened while ho waa 
being taken to jail by tho Spanish sol- 
diers. He was shot through the head 
nnd died instantly. No one in Baracoa 
eeemcd to know his name, nor tho name 
of tbo vesnol ho commanded. The Bail- 
ors who were on board bavo all been 
4;aat into dungeons at Buracoa, and are 
being closely guarded. 


Tint mailment8 that were on board tho 


schooner were well annul and supplied 
with a lot of gold. The diatauco over- 
land to Santiago iH not far, but tho 
country ia mouutninoim in this locality, 
anil they will not bo ublo to reinforce 
the insurgent forces for a week or tun 
days. On tho night of April 1st a 
Spuniah mail steamship landed at wira- 
coa 200 troops brought up from other 
sections nf Oubn.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Seven of the Eight Terms of Pence 


Agreed Upon. 


AKIIIXUTON, April 10.—The cable re- 


ports that seven of tho eight terms of 
peace between China and Japan have 
been agreed upon, occasions much spec- 
ulation hero as to the eighth term on 
which Japan insists. The Japanese oili- 
cials say they have no information of 
the eight conditions. There ia no doubt, 
however, that five of the essential con- 
ditions are those given in these dis- 
patches at tho outset of the negotiations, 
viz: A Japan-China""treaty conceding 
Japan extra territorial courts in China, 
but denying the lattercountry extra ter- 
ritorial courts in Japan; independence 
of Coreff; an indemnity of about $200,- 
000,000; occupation of Port Arthur and 
Wei-Hai-Wei for a term of years; tieasiou 
of tliu island of Formosa. The live terms 
are now fully confirmed by the later de- 
velopments of theconference. Three ad- 
ditional ones have now been added and 
these, it is believed, relate to trade mat- 
ters. Which one of these eight terms of 
peace is the cause of delay is not known

AGRICULTURAL 
STATISTICS. 


Generally the Past Winter Has 


Been Hard on Wheat. 


WAUUINIITOH, April 10.—The April re- 


port of tho statistician of the depart- 
ment of agriculture makea the average 
condition of winter wheat on the Jirst of 
April 81.1 agaiuat 80.7 latjt year. It 
waa 77.4 in 1893, 81.2 in 18<J2 and 89.9 
for tho year 1891. Tho average for rye 
is 87. Tho average of wheat for the 
principal states are: New York 92, 
Pennsylvania 92, Kentucky 8G, Ohio 8tf, 
Michigan 78, Indiana 83, Missouri 89, 
Kansas 53, Nebraska 45, California 9-1. 


Generally tho paat winter lias been 


hard on wheat. The fall of 1894 waa a 
dry one and not favorable in many 
states either to germination or to the 
maintenance of the vitality of tho plant. 
Tho spring has also been droughty over 
extensive areaa. Much good, however, 
lias been derived by tho rains in the lat- 
ter part of March, particularly in tho 
states of Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
Iowa. Moderate rains also fell in Ne- 
braska and South Dakota. It is re- 
ported, however, that tho soil was so 
dry and had Buffered so long from 
drought that it" will require much heav- 
ier rains to produce any permanent 
effect. Very little damage from 
Hessian fly ia reported.

Deer horns aro used by tho Chincso for 
icdicnl purposes, nnd consequently thn 
aliio to a Chimunan of n pair of horns 
epemls upon tho quantity of tho medic- 
nal property contained in them. This 
roperty, which may almost bo callo;! 


'virtnci," is said to bo greater iu 


ho youuK horns, «nd to get rarer as tho 
orns grow older. Tho deer from which 
10 horns aro obtained are a trae species 
f deer, tbe feumloa having DO horns, 
ml this, as Darwin has pointed out in 
'The Descent of Man," ia tho caso with 
11 kinds of dcor proper, tho reindeer 
illy cxceptcd. In snbstanco tho horns 
lire not horny like tho horns of a cow or 
n anteJopo; bnt aro, wliou yonng, com- 
ascd of a very delicate vonons Bub- 
.ance, covered with a velvety coating, 
IK\ Yt'hcii old aro osseous rather than 
allns. 


For some months after they begin 


jroiving they aro very tender, and tho 
leer, not liking to touch them against 
Branches of trees or bushes, ti thing thoy 
aro almost sui-o to do in tho forest, will 
remain in tho open, deserting cover, nnd 
io many times exposing themselves to 
jreater dangers than tho ones they flue 
'rom. After t» time, as tho horns grow 
ilder, tho velvet covering begins to peel 
off, and while doing so causes an irritat- 
ing, itching feeling, that makes tho door 
rub thorn against twigs, mossy bark or 
any other yielding snustnnoo not hard, 
enough to hurt. Thin -nibbing assists tho 
velvet to peel off, &fd tho homo then 
enter tho second or intermediate «tago. 
They aro no longer tondor, nor aro thoy 
BO hard as thoy eventually become, bats 
aro still going through a proceed of de- 
velopment 


Eventually tholr growth is perfected, 


thoy stand for n time, aroahcd, to bo ro- 
plaocxl by now ones, and become tho 
property of tho first forester or hnntar 
•who has tho good fortune to flmt thorn. 
Those shod horns, together with any 
horns taken from deer when tlioy wero 
approaching tho time of shedding, havo 
reached tho third or final stage- nnd aro 
tho least valuable.—Chinese* Imperial 
Customs.
